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only as directed to E, faecalis, as well as a second group to all claims but only as directed to 
B. subtilis. For example, the combination of Group I and Group III claims would not result 
in an undue burden on the Examiner. While methods of screening for the ability of a 
compound to bind to a target are different than methods of screening for the ability of a 
compound to inhibit a target, in practice these searches will be almost completely identical. 
Similarly, in the case of all of the claims, searching for the sequence of the gene and protein, 
as well as searching for the name thereof, will likely comprise tfie bulk of the search. As 
such, examining all of the claims simultaneously will not result in an undue burden to the 
Examiner.
